German Ambassador Discusses It With 
State Department-Wilson to 
Announce Action Soon 


Washington, May 
10.—Count Bern- 
stroff, the German ambassador, called on 
Secretary Bryan today and expressed 
"deep regret that the events of the war 
had led to the loss of so many American 
lives." 


After a half 
hour's conference be- 
tween the 
ambassador 
and Secretary 
Bryan the following statement was, by 
mutual agreement, given out by the sec- 
retary: 


"The German 
ambassador 
called at 
the state department and expressed his 
deep regret that the events of the war 
had led to the loss of so many Ameri- 
can lives." 


• Talked of Lusitania Case. 


While neither 
the 
ambassador nor 
Secretary Bryan's statement mentionod 
the Lusitania disaster by name, it Wiu 
known that the two officials talked of 
it specifically. 


It was the ambassador's first visit to 
the department since the disaster. The 
secretary received him immediately and 
greeted him cordially. 


When Ambassador 
Bernstroff 
came 
from>Secretary Bryan's office he parried 
all questions by saying he could not 
talk, being under a promise to Secre- 
tary Bryan that anything to. be said 
should be said by the secretary. 
His 
only real response 
was 
that he had 
made no 
appointment 
with President 
Wilson. 


Both 
Secretary 
Bryan 
and 
Count 
• Bernstroff steadfastly refused to com- 
ment upon or interpret the state depart- 
ment's announcement, but it was in- 
terpreted as meaning that the ambas- 
sador had for his government, exptessed 
deep reppret not only for the loss of life 
on the Lusitania, but for the Ameri- 
cans list in the torpedoing of the Amer- 
ican steamer Gulflight 
and 
for one 
American lost on tlie Falaba. 


Wilson to Announce Steps. 


President Wilson continued his eon- 
Bideratipn of the Lusitania disaster in 
seclusion at the 
wliite house, 
but it 
was indicated that before many days 
have passed he will 
let 
tlie country 
know what steps lie has decided upon. 
While officials reiterated that the pres- 
ident would not allow himself to be 
hurried into a hasty decision, he real- 
izes that 
public 
sentiment 
favors a 
prompt indication of what the United 
States will do. 


Messages from all parts of the coun- 
try continued to pour into 
the white 
house 
counselling 
various 
coarses. 
Some advocated war, but a majority of 
them counselled 
peace, although ex- 
pressing horror over the great loss of 
life. 


Chairman Stone of the senate foreign 
relations committee was at the white 
house today and saw Secretary Tiunul- 
ty, but did not see the president. 


Explaining that he expressed his own 
views and not those of any official Sen- 
ator Stone said he <iiiestioned whether 
there was any reason for galling an ex- 
tra session of congress. 
He said he did 
not know what the president was plan- 
ning to do. 
The president had no en- 
gagements for today before his depart- 
ure at 4 o'clock for Philadelphia^ 
Funerals Are Held. 


Consul Frost cables the state depart- 
ment that tlie 
funerals of Lusitania 
victims, other than Americans, would 
be held 
afternoon with military and 
naval escort. 
American diplomatic offi- 
cials, he said, would attend. 
Bodies of 
Amerioan dead, he said, Avhere imme- 
diate embalming was 
not 
necessary, 
would be photographed 
and 
sealed in 
leaden caskets for return to the United 
Btates. 


Secretary Bryan would not comment 
on the disaster. 
The 
official Gennan 
statement on the case received in news 
reports had not 
reached 
the depart- 
ment. 
Ambassador 
Gerard 
has been 
asked to make inquiries at the Berlin 
foreign office, but so far the secretary 
said the ambassador had not replied to 
a message "for a report on the torpedo- 
ing of the American steamer Gulflight.

No Call on Congress. 


It is now certain that the president 
does not intend to call congress in ex- 
tra session. 
This disposes for the pres- 
ent at least of the suggestion that Ger- 
many's action will cause the United 
States lo be drawn into the European 
conflict. 
Considerations such 
as 
the 
military 
importence 
of 
the 
United 
States to affect the (jourse of the strug- 
gle abroad and the possibility that tlie 
entry of this country into the ward 
would automatically cause a reduction 
in supplies -of ammunition to the allies, 
because of the greater need at home, 
have influenced many officials to the 
belief that the disapproval of the Unit- 
ed States can be voiced in far more ef- 
fective way without declaring war. 


The withdrawal of Ambassador Ger- 
ard without actually serving diplomatic 
relations has been suggested in some of- 
ficial quarters as one way of indicating 
the feeling of the government. 
Other 
officials feel that a complete severance 
of diplomatic relations until complete 
reparation and apology is jnade prob- 
ably would conform to the wishes of 
American public opinion. 


Preliminary Steps Certain. 


Before any 
such 
point 
is reached, 
however, certain preliminary steps most 
likely will be followed. As soon as Am- 
bassador Gerard's report from the Ger- 
man government on the sinking are re- 
ceived, it is reported 
a 
note will be 
sent demanding full reparation under 
the warning of the United States that 
Germany would be held to a '"'striet ac- 
countability" for the loss of American 
vessels or lives." The case of the Amer- 
ican steamer Gulflight, torpedoed with- 
out warning, the attack by German air- 
men on the American ship Cushing, and 
the drowning of Leon C. Thresher, an 
American on board the British steamer 
Falaba, probably will be grouped in the 
general representations.

New York, May 10.—The 
National 
Security league, an organization formed 
to conduct a campaign for army and 
navy preparedness, of which Joseph H. 
Choate, former 
ambassador to 
Great 
Britain, is honorary president, issued to- 
day an open letter announcing the re- 
sult of investigations by its committees 
and appealing for public support for a 
program for better national defenses. 


The league finds, it is stated, that 
there are barely 30,000 mobile troops 
in continental Únited States, that they 
are so widely scattered as to make their 
rapid mobilization impossible; that tniis 
force is short of officers,, ammunition 
and equipment, and has no organized 
reserve. 
The national guard is found 
to be below its paper strength in men 
equipment and efficiency. Coast defense, 
the latter continues, are inadequate and 
fortifications are insufficiently manned 
and without adequate organizó reserven. 


Investigation discloses, it is asserted, 
that the navy is neither adequate nor 
prepared for war.

All 
shops in Queenstown were closed and 
their blinds dr^vn when at 10 o'clock 
this morning ^shop Brown celebrated 
a high requiem mass in St. Coleman's 
cathedral, in the presence of Gen Hill 
and Admiral Sir Charles Cook and the 
members of their respective staffs. The 
public mourning was general, 
nothing 
but the most necessary business being 
conducted. 
As soon as the light per- 
mitted today officials of

line sent photographers to take photo- 
graphs of the unidentified in the mor-' 
gue. 


American Dead Embalmed 


All the known American dead have 
been embalmed. 
The bodies of these 
Americans and a number of British first 
cabin passengers were not included in 
today's funerals. 


Sixteen members of the crew of the 
Lusitania were buried In a common 
grave with the unknown dead.

Luck of Worehester, Mass., arrived at 
Queenstown yesterday itoo dazed to re- 
member how he had been rescued.

The body of Mme. Marie De Page, 
wife of Dr. Antoine De Page, medical 
director of the Belgin Red Cross, is 
among the identified dead.

tributed in the U. S. to the Belgian Red 
Cross fund but this money w^s in the 
liners safe and went down with the 
ship. 
The police have taken possession 
of ^0,000 in cash, manw drafts and a 
considerable amount of jewelry found 
on the dead. 


Victoria, B. C., May 10—Victoria is 
imder martial law today as a result of 
renewed attacks on Germans by mobs 
bent on revenging the sinking of the 
Lusitania.

street corner and 800 soldiers began 
policing the city. 


A detachment of troops is expected to- 
day from Vancouver to reinforce the 
local garrison, as further trouble is 
feared.

London, May 10—A further victory 
for the Austria-German forces in Galicia 
was reported today in a dispatch from 
the Austrian press "headquarters. Hav- 
ing completed the first stage of the bat- 
tle by breaking the Russian lines in 
westeni Galicia, the Teutonic allies were 
said to have begun an attack along the 
Carpathians further to the east, driv- 
ing back the Russians, between Lup- 
kow and Ussok passes. It was estimat-

A British aeroplane went in pursuit 
and drove the hostile aircraft out to sea 
Allies Claim Success 


^nce the battle of Neuv6 Chapelle, 
France, and the German reply to it on 
the Ypres canal there has been no such 
important movement by the British and 
French armies in the western arena of 
the war as is now in progress and ac- 
cording to the official communication 
of both Gen. Joffre and Field Marshal 
Sir John French the allies are meettog 
with success. 
Obviously 
the 
British 
have been able to throw great reinforce- 
ments into the field since the time when, 
with the use of asphyxiating gases the 
Germans forced them to recoil a fort- 
night ago. 


The substantial advance already re- 
corded by the British is taken by mili- 
tary experts here as promising that the 
present operations will he pushed home. 
The British and French are attacking 
along, a front of 
miles and the fight- 
ing which Commenced Sunday morning 
continues, according to today's official 
communication in Paris in favor of the 
allies. 


New York, May lO.-rAnnoifncement 
was made today at the Cunard offices 
that the Anchor liner Tuscania, with 
341 passengers, sailej] from Glasgow on 
Saturday and from Liverpool Sunday 
for New York.

Convicted Man Makes Finn 
Statement in Court at 
Atlanta. 


Atlanta, Ga., May 10—With vows of 
innocence on his lips, Leo iL Frank 
stood in a crowded courtroom today and 
for the fourth time heard the sentence 
of death pronounced 
upuii 
him. 
He 
maintained the stoic calmness which has 
marked him since his arrest over two 
years ago. 


There was absolute silence as Judge 
Hill sentenced Frank to be "hanged by 
the neck until dead," and fixed Tuesday, 
June 22, as the date of his execution 
for the murder of Mary Phagan. 


Frank was apparently the most calm 
person present. In a firm, clear voice he 
addressed the court. The scene was one 
of the most tragic ever witnessed here. 


Frank's Statement, 


Frank, when brought before Judje 
Hill to be resentenced, made this state- 
ment: 


"Again I stand before you. 
Again I 
can but reiterate that I am innocent of 
the murder of Mary Phagan, I have ab- 
solutely no guilty knowledge of that 
tragic occurrence. 


'•I am innocent of this charge and I 
assert that the record 
of the evidenc« 
conclusively proves this. 
No appellate 
tribune has ever passed on this evi- 
dence. 
The only judg;© who has ever 
heard it, stated that he had the most 
serious doubts as to my guUt. 


"My execution will not avenge Mary 
Phagan's death. 
A life will have been 
taken for a life, but the real culprit will 
not have paid the penalty. 
I will suf- 
. fer for another's crime. 


"My trust is in God, who knows that 
my protestations of innocence are the 
truth. 
At some future date the whole 
mortal world will realize it. 
It is tb* 
knowledge that God knows it now and 
that the world will know it some day 
that inspires me as I stand before your 
honor and as I face the future. 


"Anything else I might say at this 
time would be but an elaboration of my 
word« to the court. 
Yet, I am fully 
alive to the fact that ray position is 
most precarious. It is a situation which 
is so far removed from anything that 
my life and mental attitude could have 
bespoken. It is hideous, but at the same 
time so unreal, so incongruous. 


"It is fundamental in hviman life to 
want to live. This desire to exist is in- 
grained in all of 
us—it 
is the basio 
morale of all those who want to live, " 
Those who have the proper ideals of 
living, life without honor is insuffer- 
able. 
This is the message of . theology 
and ethics. 
In the light of the whole 
truth I know—and the Almighty knows 
—that the morality of my position 
this case is unassailable. 
This being so, 
my complete exoneration of this terrible 
charge lies in the future. 
When that 
day arrives I shall be vindicated—an<! 
if I am alive I will be enabled to enjoy " 
freedom and honor. 


"''^hereforc I want to live. 
"The full truth and all of the facta 
in the case, when they come to light, SI 
some day they will, will prove to llhj 
world that my assertion of innocence ia 
the truth. 


"The legal arena is closed to me. Tli« 
bar is placed for e\-er arrainst further 
legal process. 
Yet the issue of guilt ot 
innocence has been before but one coui't, 
that in which the jury sat. 
All subse- 
quent appeals were made upon alleged 
legal and judicial errors, not upon the 
facts or the evidence. 
Since the jury 
heard the case no court of inquiry 01 
review has sifted the evidence. 
No de- 
cision of any appeals couii; undertook 
to predicate an opinion on the record of 
the testimony and evidence. The doitbt 
of the trial judge as to my guilt still 
remains."

The fact that the new Indiana workmen's compensation law goes 
into effect on September 1 next is investing the rulings on disputed 
compensation cases in other states with peculiar interest for both em- 
ployers and employes here. The question on which a most definite 
decision is desired is what constitutes compensable injury or disease 
in the line of emplo^nneut. 


The Indiana compensation law provides that "no compensation 
shall be allowed an injury or death due to the employe's willful mis- 
conduct, including intentional self-inflicted injury, intoxication and 
willful failure or refusal to use safety appliance or perform a duty 
required by statute. The burden of proof shall be on the defendant 
employer, ' ' 


The California Industrial Accident Bulletin contains a ruling that 
"mere misconduct is not a defense. It must be willful misconduct. 
The violation by a foreigner of an order which he did not understand 
Is not willful misconduct." 


Ignorance on the part of an employe of established safety rules 
did not supply an adequate defense against compensation in a Massa- 
chusetts case. The employer had bought goggles for his workmen 
and had posted small signs regarding their use. A calker had not 
seen or heard of the notice, and because the rule was not rigidly en- 
forced the court held that neglect to use the goggles did not consti- 
tute willful misconduct. 


In Wisconsin a workman scratched his finger on a rusty nail and 
an infection followed. Upon reporting to his employer's physician, 
he was told to go to a hospital, but refused to do so. He also refused 
to go to a hospital upon the recommendation of his own physician. 
Compensation was allowed for the time that would have been neces- 
Bary for the man to undergo an operation. 


It ÎS apparent that the Indiana industrial board will have a her- 
culean task to perform, not only in interpreting the law itself, but 
In classifying the multitude of varied cases to which application of the 
aew law is certain to be sought. 


A host of women in New York are trying to get the legislature to 
provide for a woman judge in the children's court in New York city. 
The one conspicuuous opponent of this movement is the New York Bar 
association, Avhich has thrown up its hands in horror and declared 
any such innovation impossible because it is unconstitutional. In other 
words, because there was no woman judge prior to April 19, 1775, 
there can be none now. Because the importance of a woman jurist to 
handle the cases of children woiild have been regarded as heresy 140 
years ago, it is heresy now. On the same basis those New York law- 
yers (Should decline to dodge any automobiles or street cars that their 
great-great-great-grandfathers didn't dodge in 1775. They should 
refuse to stand for electric lights and telepliones and disdain to at- 
tend the "movies" for precisely the similar reason, or the jewel of 
consistency is going to be conspicuous chiefly for its absence. 


Very properly the county clerk at Terre Haute declined to issue 
a marriage license in a case in which the bride-to-be was but fifteen 
years old, and when her incensed father who had given his consent 
to the match appealed to the circuit court, he was met by a similar 
refusal there on the ground that the girl was too young to marry. The 
law as set forth by the judge is that even though the consent of the 
parents is given, the contracting parties must be more than sixteen 
years old before they may assume marital obligations. It is fortunate 
that there is occasionally a bit of law to supply judgment to, some par- 
ents who appear to be woefully lacking in a possession of this 
character. 


News that friends of Senator Otis L. Ballou are urging the La- 
grange man to seek the democratic nomination for governor next 
year will awaken much interest throughout northern Indiana, where 
for many years Senator Ballou has been a conspicuous figuré political- 
ly. He is a lawyer of high standing, a democrat of progressive views 
and the courage to fight for them, even when it means a parting of 
the ways from some of his political associates. Senator Ballou may 
not always be absolutely right in his views, but his convictions are 
always firm, and his independence is of the type that >finds much 
favor with the average voter.

It's Uruguay, Where Busi- 
ness is Enjoying a Tre- 
mendous 
Boom, 
Noted 
American Traveler 
and 
Writer Finds. 


(By Roger 
W.

Montevideo, Uruguay.) 


Everyone who visits Buenos 
Aires 
should run across the bay to Monte- 
video, the capital of Uruguay, one of 
the smallest, but most fertile countries 
in the world. 
Uruguay is about the 
si2e of Nebraska with a population of 
1,400,000. 
Montevideo is its capital, 
larcrest city and only seaport with a 
population of 300,000. 


Like Buenos Aires, Montevideo is a 
clean and cheerful city serving as an 
outlet for the wheat, maize and other 
agricultural products of the 
country, 
rather than ag a manufacturing center. 
Moreover, as the mouth of the River 
Plate upon which both cities are locat- 
ed is much deeper on the northern or 
Montevideo side this Uruguayan city 
receives more of the larger ships. 
As 
this city is built on sloping ground it 
is more attractive to many people than 
is Buenos Aires which is on a dead level, 
little above the sea. 


The climate of central Argentine and 
Uruguay is entirely different from that 
of the west coast where I have been 
the past few weeks. 
There, especially 
in the plateaus, one is very hot in the 
sun and cold in the shade. 


Here in Montevideo there is not such 
a difference between the sun and the 
shade. 
Tlie winters of Montevideo are 
warmer and the summers cooler than in 
any of our central western cities. For 
this and other reasons I would rather 
live in Montevideo than in any other 
city of" South America. 
Believing many 
other j)eople will come to the same con- 
dusfon, it seems to me this capital,of 
Uruguay has a bright future.

Considering the climate of the entire 
country there is a greater difference for 
the climate" of the 
northern part 
is 
somewhat tropical. But where Uruguay 
has only 72,000 square miles compared 
with 1,135,000 in Argentine and 3,209,- 
000 in Brazil it must be more or less 
the same in character throughout. More- 
over, its character is good. Hardly an 
acre of useless ground exists in Uru- 
gu&y. 
No country has more uniform- 
ly better climate, land and outlets. 


A few years ago this country was de- 
voted most exclusively to stock raising. 
The deep, rich soil was not appreciated. 
Gradually, however, this land is being 
used for raising wheat and corn and for 
vineyards. When one considers that at 
present seven-eighths is used for ranch- 


ing and onl.y one-eighth for agricultiu-e, 
it is evident that Uruguay should have 
a promising future. 


Uruguay has not the gold mines which 
Peru and certain other countries claim, 
but it probably has more gold per cap- 
ita than any South American country. 
It is the only one of these countries 
whose dollar is worth more than is our 
United S^tates dollar. 


The Peruvian dollar is supposed to 
be worth 48 1-2 cents, but during my 
visit it was obtainable for less than 44 
cents. 
Bolivian dollars are worth less 
than 40 cents; while Chilian paper dol- 
lars, although normally worth about 20 
cents, were, during my visit, obtainable 
for 14 cents apiece. 
In Argentine the 
dollar ig normall.y only 44 cents; but in 
Uruguay it is worth $1.06! 


At the present time, cattle and sheep 
are the chief sources of wealth. Hence, 
meat, hides and wool are now the chief 
exports. 
Much of the meat is frozen 
before shipping although some is can- 
ned or pressed. 


Many feel that the cattle exports may 
soon be at about maximum, as more 
land is cultivated there is less for cat- 
tle raising. 


Hence, the exports of wheat, corn and 
other farm products should rapidly in- 
crease. 
This agricultural development 
is being greatly aided by continual rail- 
road construction. With Montevideo as 
a center these lines extend like a fan 
throughout the country. 
Personally, I 
feel that certain Uruguayan land is to- 
day the best purchase for speculative 
purposes, of any of which I know.

—an ideal lovers" lane—they drove to 
•town. 


In less than two hours they returned. 
Hurley was standing up in the rig, lash- 
.ing his galloping 
horse

Bteadying himself by his tight grasp on 
the reins as the outfit swayed from side 
to side and bounced over the rongli roa<i. 


On the seat lay Katherine Roller—in 
convulsions. 


The next morning, after a night of 
terrific agony, Katherine Roller died.

told that the boy asked to have the 
strychnine mixed with quinine, but he 
declined to do this. 


Cliemists and physicians who exam- 
ined the girl's body found extensive evi- 
dences of strychnine poisoning. 


If it was a suicide pact Hurley has 
shown no inclination to explain why he 
did hot carry out his part. 
Physicians 
who performed the autopsy on the dead 
girl found the body perfectly normal 
outside the strychnine influence and they 
are at a loss to understand her motive 
for sxiicide, if such it was, '

American War Kitchen in 


Berlin Has Done Very 


Fine Work.

Berlin, April 25.—Correspondence 
of 
the Associated Press.—By the first of 
-Tune at latest the Amerikanische Hilfs 
Kuche or American war kitchen—is to 
go out of commission, for want of funds, 
notwithstanding that it is one of the 
most popular places of its kind in the 
citj'. 


Tt came into 
existence October 10, 
1014, and up to the middle of April has 
spent, for feeding alone, about 
15,000 
marks. 
Fifty women from the Ameri- 
can colony, in alternating ^oups, 
of 
eight have gladly given their time in 
serving the war BiÄ"erer3. 


As the war has progressed, however, 
^the membership in the American colony 
"here has slowly but steadily decreased, 
and funds for the kitchen have come in 
more and more slowly, and their end is 
now in eight.^ 


The Americans set out to give away 
a meal costing, exclusive of labor or 
any other it«m, 30 pfennigs. 
Supplies 
have gone up in price, however, and the 
same food that in October cost 30 now 
costs 35 pfennigs—another item in has- 
tening the end. 


With a big, light, airy building placed 
rent-free at their disposal, the Ameri- 
cans tried to feed 200 persons a day, 
with a meal 
that in many cases has 
proved to be much better than that for- 
merly enjo.yed by the beneficiaries in 
their homes in times of peace. 


In selecting the persons—mostly -wom- 
en—deserving of help, the kitchen has 
had invaluable service from the "Nation- 
al Frauendienst," or association for help- 
ing women. This organiza-tion has taken 
over entirely the matter of issuing cards 
entitling persons to meals, and has ex- 
ercised scrupulous care to see that there 
wan no imposition. 


The moment that a woman's husband 
gets work, or some other avenue of in- 
come ha.'? been opened up to her, the 
Frauendienst has shut off her privileges 
at the kitchen. 


Thus recently a womaji who had been 
coming to the kitchen regularly for three 


weeks entered on the Monday of the 
fourth—without a card. 
Sobbing and 
weeping she admitted that she had been 
to the Frauendienst and had been re 
fused a card, and under pressure 
said 
the reason for the refusal was that her 
husband was again back at work and 
earning money. 


Somewhat surprised that she should 
continue to seek assistance under those 
circumstances, the women at the kitchen 
pressed her for her reason—and got it. 


"T—I know my man is working again," 
sobbed the women, 
"b—b—but you 
6—see, the meals are so good here." 


The beneiiciaries of the kitchen as- 
semble at SchlesischestrassG 26 promptly 
at noon and are admitted on the hour. 
They present their cards from the Frau- 
endienst and are given a brass check, 
which they turn over to the young Am- 
erican women who act as waitresses. 


They get in return a meal, consisting 
of soup, meat, potatoes and vegetables, 
so generous in its proportions that doz- 
ens of the Avomen have fallen into the 
habit of bringing one or two of their 
children along, with whom they share 
the ample ration. 


Perhaps one-third of the 200 served 
daily fake the meal home and there 
split it up with 
their families. 
The 
other two-thirds, almost invariably neat- 
ly dressed and well-mannered, sit at 
neat, white-covered individual tables in 
a cheery, big room decorated with the 
intertwined American and German flags. 
The tables are decorated with flowers. 


The German women have taught their 
children to bid their hostesses adieu, and 
the conclusion of each meal sees a host 
of youngsters shaking hands 
gravely 
with funny little courtesies. 
The guests 
almost invariably have their favorites 
among the American women 
and go 
straight to tables where they know they 
will be served by the one they like best.

Iowa, Michigan, Illinois an<l Connecticut. 
The postoffice department says 
nothing 
iv volutionary is to be attempted in In- 
diana or in any other state. 


The purpose of readjustment, so it is 
onnounced, is t o eliminate 
duplications 
find unnecesRary service. 
Comparative- 
ly few chanijes in routes hove been made 
in Indiana since the service was estab- 
lishcd. 
According: to 
the 
department 
tlic.re are several reasons why an ovpr- 
hnuling ig desirable. First, it is pointed 
out, in the h u r r y to build up tho scrv- 
icf> routes were established on ¡letition. 
and not infrequently woro so laid out 
as to please local politicians without re- 
gard in the real necessities.

Hopes to Serve Every Family. 


The departniput is of the opinion that 
it will be possible through a 
readjust- 
ment to save enough money to give ru- 
ral service to practically 
every 
family 
in the state. 
This will be done by cut- 
ting out duplications- t h a t 
is to 
say, 
eliminating the retracing of a highway 
by a carrier—by 
lengthening 
a 
good 
number 
of routes 
and by 
encouraging 
carriers to use motor power instead of 
horse power. 
It is eaid there are a good 
many postofHces in the state t h a t might 
be abolished, and under the general plan 
of readjustment many of these 
offices 
will probably be closed and their 
pres- 
ent patrons served by rural carriers. 


I t is the purpose of the postoffice de- 
p a r t m e n t to encourage rural carriers to 
make use of low-priced autojnobile.s as 
rapidly as possible. 
The congress 
has 
authorized the uee of automobiles after 
July 1, the beginning of the new fiscal 
year, b u t the department does not ex- 
pect carriers to invest in this new meth- 
od of transportation 
until th« 
legisla- 
tive bod.v shall agree to comp<^npa1e them 
for the additional outlay.

The department denies it has any 
thought of letting out an enormous num- 
ber of carriers, but in the readjustment 
it will, it is said, be necessary to drop 
a good many carriers in Indiana as well 
as in other states.

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Ruling on "Willful Misconduct" 


The fact that the new Indiana workmen's compensation law goes 


into effect on September 1 next is investing the rulings on disputed 
compensation cases in other states with peculiar interest for both em- 
ployers and employes here. The question on which a most definite 
decision is desired is what constitutes eompensable injury or disease 
in the line of employment. 


The Indiana compensation law provides that "no compensation 


shall be allowed an injury or death due to the employe's willful mis- 


• conduct, including intentional self-inflicted injury, intoxication and 


willful failure or refusal to use safety appliance or perform a duty 
required by statute. The burden of proof shall be on the defendant 
employer." 


The California Industrial Accident Bulletin contains a ruling that 


"mere misconduct is not a defense. It must be willful misconduct. 
The violation by a foreigner of an order which he did not understand 
is not willful misconduct." 


Ignorance on the part of an employe of established safety rules 


did not supply an adequate defense against compensation in a Massa- 
chusetts case. The employer Jiad bought goggles for his workmen 
and had posted small signs regarding their use. A calker h£d not 
Been or heard of the notice, and because the rule was not rigidly en- 
forced the court held that neglect to use the goggles did not consti- 
tute willful misconduct. 


In Wisconsin a workman scratched his finger on a rusty nail and 


in infection followed. Upon reporting to his employer's physician, 
he was told to go to a hospital, but refused to do so. He also refused 
to go to a hospital upon the recommendation of his own physician. 
Compensation was allowed for the time that would have been neces- 
sairy for the man to undergo an operatidn. 


It is apparent that the Indiana industrial board will have a her- 


culean task to perform, not only in interpreting the law itself, but 
In classifying the multitude of varied cases to which application of the 
new law is certain to be sought.

in the world. Uruguay is about tbe 
size of Nebraska with a population of 
1,400,000. 
Montevideo is its capital, 


lareest city and only seaport with a 
population of 300.000.' 


Like Buenos Aires. Montevideo is 


clean and cheerful city serving as an 
outlet for the wheat, rnaiie and other 
agricultural products of the 
country 


rather than us a manufacturing center 
Moreover, as tbe mouth of the Kivei 
Plate upon which both cities arc locat 
od is much deeper on the northern or 
Montevideo fide this Uruguayan oit; 
receives more of the larger ship*. As 
this city is built'on sloping ground it] 
is more attractive to many people than 
is Buenos Aires which is on a dead level, 
little above the Bea. 


The -climate of central Argentine and 


Uruguay is entirely different from that 
of the west coast where \ have been 
the post few weeks. 
There, especially 


in the plateaus, one is very hot in the 
sun and cold in tbe shade. 


Here in Montevideo there is not such 


a difference between the sun and the 
shade. The winters of Montevideo are 
warmer and the summers cooler than in 
any of our central western cities. For 
this and other reasons I would rather 
live in Montevideo than in any otber 
city of South America. Believing many 
other people will come to the same con 
elusion, it seems to me this capital of 
Uruguay has n. bright future.v

Considering the climate of the entire 


country there is a greater difference for

somewhat tropical. But where Uruguay 
has only 72,000 square milds compared 
with 1,135,000 in Argentine and 3,209,- 
000 in Brazil it must be more or less 
the same in character throughout. More- 
over, its character is Rood. Hardly an 
acre of useless ground exists in Uru- 
guay. No country has more uniform- 
ly better climate, land and outlets. 


A few years ago this country was de- 


voted most exclusively to stock raising. 
The deep, rich eoil was not appreciated. 
Gradually, however, this land is being 
used for raining wheat and corn and for 
vineyards. When one considers that at 
present seven-eighths is used for ranch- 


ing and only one-eighth for agriculture, i 
it is evident that Uruguay should have 
a promising future. 


Uruguay has not thf gold mines which 


Peru and certain other countries claim, 
but it probably luut more gold per cap- 
ita than any South American country. 
It is the .only one of these countries 
whosn dolliir is worth more than is our 
United States dollar. 


Tho Peruvian dollar is supposed to 


be worth 48 1-2 cents, but during my 
visit it was obtainable for less than 44 
cents. Bolivian dolliirs are worth less 
than 40 cents; while Chilian paper dol- 
lars, although normally worth about 20 
cents, were, during my visit, obtainable 
for 14 cents apiece. 
In Argentine the 


dollar is normally only 44 cents; but in 
Uruguay it is worth $1.06! 


At the present time, cattle and sheep 


are the chief sources of wealth. Hence, 
meat, hides and wool are now the chief 
exports. 
Much of the meat is frozen 


before shipping although .some is con- 
ned or pressed. 


Many feel that the cattle exports may 


soon be at about maximum, as more 
land is cultivated there Is loss for cat- 
tle raising. 


Hence, the exports of wheat, corn and 


other farm products should rapidly in- 
crease. 
This agricultural development 


is being greatly aided by continual rail- 
road construction. With Montevideo us 
a center these lines extend like «. fan 
throughout the country. 
Personally, I 


feel that certain Uruguayan land is to- 
day the best purchase for speculative 
purposes, of any of which I know.

Physicians 
who performed the autopsy on the dead 
girl found the body perfectly normal 
outside the strychnine influence and they 
are lit a loss to understand her motive 
for suicide, if such it was.

semble at Schlesischestrasso 26 promptly 
at noon and are admitted on the hour. 
They present their cards from the Frau- 
endienst and are given a brass check, 
which they turn over to the young Am- 
erican women who act as waitresses. 


They get in return a meal, consisting 


of soup, meat, potatoes and vegetables, 
so generous in its proportions that doz- 
ens of the women have fallen into the 
habit of bringing one or two of their 
children along, with whom they share 
the ample ration. 


Perhaps one-third of the 200 served 


daily take the meal home and 
there 


split it up with their families. 
The 


other two-thirds, almost invariably neat- 
ly dressed and 
well-mannered, sit at 


neat, white-covered individual tables in
